A Tien Fiber. 


In some Southern exchanges mention 


is made of a new material suited to the 
manufacture of bagging and rope 
The 


plant is known pretty generally in tne 
central Southern States as bear grass, 
and further south as the Spanish dag- 
ger. It belongs to the yucca family, 
which contains about a dozen varieties, 
all stout and tough in leaf and fiber, and 
is known as a beautiful and abundant 
bloomer. lu Kentucky and Tennessee 
bear grass has been used for hanging op 
meat in smokehouses ever since those 
States began to become settled. Ac- 
cording to one journal, the yucca plant, 
or this variety of it, is omnipresent in 
the South below forty degrees north 
latitude, and if what is claimed for it is 
true, it furnishes another importaat 
item in the great resources of that sec- 
tion of the Union. The fiber is repre- 
sauted as being as strong as hemp, and 
almost as indestructible as iron, except 
by fire. Its advantages are briefly 
summed up as follows: The plant grow* 
more than one 100 years, loses lese than 
one-tenth in cleaning, gives the Btrong- 
•st.coatse fiber in the- world, will not 
shrink when it gets wet in rope, yields 
largely, requires no cultivation after th* 
third year, is worth 10 to 15 cents per

Such an oat is greatly 
wanted for our rich prairie noils since 
the advent of oat mild, and the large 
amount of oats ground up and exported 
and used at home, and as a substitute 
for wheat in many places. The demand 
is increasing erery year in magnitude, 
and is now urgent for a good heavy 
Winter-oat for milling; so much so that 
oats of all kinds are at least five cents 
p«r bushel higher than they would have 
been had there been none ground up 
into oat meal.

np. Also, they will kilt out our seed- 
ing. Since we have given op wheat and 
barley we have nothing but oats to saad 
on. Now, where is the man who will 
invent or discover an oat that will fill 
the bill? Let him advertise and his for- 
tune is made.

A Subterranean l*ube. 


In Colorado is a ten-acre field, which 


is no more nor less than a subterranean 
lake covered with soil about 18 inches 
deep. On the soil is cultivated u field 
of corn, which produces 30 bushels to 
the acre. If any one will take 
tie 


trouble to dig a hole the depth of a 
spade-handle he will find it to nil with 
water, and by using a hook and line, 
fish four or five inches long can be 
caught. The fish have neither scales 
cor eyes, and are perch-like in shape. 
The ground is a black marl,in nature, 
and in all probability was at one time 
an open body of water, on which accum- 
ulated vegetable matter, which has been 
increased from time to time, until DOW 
it has a crust sufficiently strong and 
rich to produce fine corn, though it has 
to be cultivated by hand, M it is not 
strong enough to bear the weight of a 
horse. 
While harvesting, the hands 


catch great strings of fish by making a 
hole through the earth. A person ris- 
ing on his heel and coining down ' sud- 
denly, can see the growing corn shake 
all around him.
